tremo. Much Is left to the Imagination 


one end of the sta^e and at times are 
almost under the actors' feet. No wo- 
men appeared on the stage, their part 
being played by 
men. 


On one occasion one of our party, 


being venturesome, acted 
as 
guide 


and, ignorant himself of what might be 
the result, volunteered to show us a 
native home. We went into one of the 
doors adjoining a Chinese shop on a 
small side street, climbed two flights 
of stairs and a ladder and found our- 
selves in the private apartments of a 
native family. 
Here they lived in 


poorly ventilated, close quarters, but 
in happy enjoyment of their humble 
home life. 
We admired the artistic' 


work on a baby pillow. 
When we of- 


fered to buy It the money was refused, 
and it was presented to us as a sou- 
venir of our visit. 
This pillow was 


made of clay, burned and glazed and 
highly decorated. 
To soften the hard 


surface some kind of cloth is usually- 
wound around it. 
We were becoming 


very much interested when the man of 
the house entered and with angry tones 
nnd wild gestures ordered us to de- 
part. 


Canton is situated ninety miles up 


the Pearl river. 
Our trip was full of 


experiences. Soon after leaving Hong- 


with curious Chinese to see our ar- 
rival. At the landing place we marched 
throug-h a squad of a hundred police- 
men, all showing- formidable revolvers. 
To gret our sedan chairs it was neces- 
sary to walk through the narrow, 
packed, oozy streets for about ten 
minutes to the foreign quarter. Before 
the large foreign hotel were gathered a 
hundred sedan chairs, with three hun- 
dred and more chair men to carry us, 
and guides and soldiers. We were di- 
vided into squads of ten. with a Chi- 
nese guide and two soldiers to each 
squad. 


In these chairs we plunged back into 


old Canton. 
It has been described 


often as a great, seething bazaar. The 
streets are 
from 
four to eight feet 


wide, lined with substantial one story 
brick buildings with open fronts to all 
the shops. 
The streets and shops are 


all crowded with a talking mass" of 
humanity. 
There are no vehicles in 


these narrow streets, but everything Is 
carried suspended on poles. In one of 
the streets we had to crowd up against 
the walls to let a wedding procession 
pass. 
Through 
the crowd 
came a 


Some visited the execution grounds. 


They are in a pottery, and the work- 
men go about their business 
with 


seeming unconcern while a big China- 
man with a heavy sword chops ofl 
heads. When the members of the east- 
ern cruise were there Ssome seven or 
eight decapitated bodies were strewn 
about the pottery. 


The great sight of Canton, though. Is 


old Canton itself. Here in the narrow 
streets are the moving crowds, mostb 
of men with waists bare or shirts 
loosely gathered around their necks 
with heads half shaven and cues hang- 
ing down to their ankles. 
Now and 


then stalks leisurely a small footed 
woman. 


There are streets of curios, street? 


of silks, streets of furniture makers 
and streets of meat and fish and vege- 
table venders, and streets of restau- 
rants. 
These streets are twisting and 


bending and labyrinthine. 


We came back to the Clevnland In 


the evening without any casualties 
Some one says that Co.nto'i (rives a 
taste of China.

That Woman's Laws 


Are Constitutional 


Columbus, O., June 21.—Close on 


the heels of the announcement yes- 
terday that vigorous and 
sustained 
attacks are to be made 
upon the 


workmen's compensation and the wo- 
man's nine hour workday laws, enact- 
ed by the last general 
assembly, 


comes a statement by Attorney Gen- 
eral Timothy S. Hogan that in all 
probability these laws will be sustain- 
ed in the courts and will remain in 
full operation. 


While the question of the consti- 


tutionality of the woman's nine hour 
bill was just submitted yesterday to 
Attorney General 
Hogan 
he 
has 


been watching the bill closely .ever 
since it was introduced, and declares 
that he will hold every section of it 
to be well framed and not in conflict 
with the constitution. 


He also will rule that the work- 


men's compensation law, creating a 
state insurance for injured employes 
is wholly legal, 
and will base his 


opinion upon the recent decision in 
the case of the Oregon law.
